He then diagnosed the case as 
circular insanity from some other cause 


than a blow. All the Chicago physicians | 


who have in recent years examined Mr. 
Collier agree with Dr. Spitzka. Mr. Collier's 
recent trip to New York was for the purpose 
of consulting Dr. Spitzka again. In his re- 
port on the case, which advised that an 
operation be performed, the expert said the 
symptoms had changed since 1889. He came 
to the conclusion that local irritation was 
the cause of the exaggeration of the former 
symptoms. He did not suggest the existence 
of a tumor, but spoke of the possibility ofa 
bone splinter having caused a cerebral lesion 
and consequent bleeding, which might have 
left in its wake c water sack or cyst. 

Dr. Davis was assisted by Dr. S. M. White, 
senior interne; Dr. H. G Wells, and Dr. Ed 
Milton Brown.

constables. At the London, 314 State street, 
Jack White, proprietor, two arrests were 
made and gambling apparatus consisting of 
szot machines and a ball game was se- 
cured. At the other places raided, the 
Clark Street Museum and the Nickelodeon, 
344 Stale street, nothing was secured. 

The raids were made on search warrants 
sworn out late in the afternoon before 
Justices George H. Woods and Charles Hog- 
lund. The two men arrested at the London 
were charged with being operators of games. 
They were Joseph Messer and Fred Har- 
burg. They were taken before Justice 
Woods and were released on $500 bail, hear- 
ing being set for Nov. 5. 

The leaders of the crusade met in the office 
of the attorney of the Law Enforcement 
league, and proceeded in three bands to 
the places to be raided. Each party was 
accompanied by a constable with the search 
warrant. The raid on the London was the 
only successful one. Constable Peter Breiz 
served the papers and secured a _ slot 
machine and the apparatus for operating 
the baseball tivoli’’ game. The arrest 
of Messer and Harburg was made at the 
instance of George Peters of the Enforce- 
ment league, who identified them as opera- 
tors. The arrests were made quietly. The 
machines and apparatus were torn from 
theif fastenings and carted to Justice Wood’ 
court. 

Two raids were made at the Nikolodeon, 
344 State street. At the first visit Constable 
Peter Fishback refused to serve the papers, 
and at the next visit the machines were not 
to be found. Constable William Gubbins 
sent for a hatchet to break open a trunk 
which was thought to conceal a machine, 
and an employé of the house called a police- 
man. The party-did not open the trunk. 

Nothing was found at the museum in Clark 
street. ;

didly, and was anxious for the second at- 
tempt to relieve him of the unfortunate 
trouble. 

Dr. T. A. Davis, chief of the operating staff 
of the County Hospital, assisted by a num- 
ber of internes, removed the button of bone 
from the place of injury shown by the ex- 
ternal scar, and the skiagraph of which was 
taken reeehtly. The depression which was 
disclosed measured three-sixteenths of an 
inch, and looked as if it might have been 
made witn a tnug’s billy. The membranes 
were found to be adhesive. The dura, or 
hard membrane between the brain and the 
skull tissue, was pierced by the surgeon a 
distance of three-quarters of an inch, but no 
pulsation could be observed. The cortex of 
the brain wus pressed outward by an inter- 
nai tension, which caused Dr. Davis to sus- 
pect the existence of a tumor or cyst of un- 
certain locution. Here the operation ceased, 


‘asa cerebral hernia was feared, and it was 


thought prudent to give the patient no fur- 
ther sfiock. 


Place of the Tum or Unknown. 


The opening in the dura was not large 
enough to permit Dr. Davis to ascertain 
whether the tumor, if there is one, pressing 
on the brain and cutting off its flow of 
arterial blood, and so preventing pulsation, 
is situated in the region of the injury. it 
always is possible in cases of injury to the 
cranium and brain that the brain region op- 
posite the injured portion of the cranium 
will suffer the worst effects. This is cx- 
plained by the “contre coup.” It was a 
contre coup which recently broke a man's 
leg when a bucket of sand fell on the top 
of his head. 

The operation lasted nearly two hours. 
lt was 1:30 o’clock when the will was signed 
and 3:30 o'clock when the plaster dressing 
over the incision was completed. At 1:09 
p. m. nurses began administering a hypo- 
dermic injection of morphine. The head 
had been shaved. Ether was first given in 
a cone, and this was foilowed with chloro- 
form. Twenty minutes later the patient's 
struggles were still] unended and ether was 
again resorted to. The first incision was 
‘made at 2:21 p. m. At 2:26 the trephine was 
inserted. A trephine with the diameter of a 
silver quarter was used. The button of bone 
was lifted out at precisely 2:40 p. m. 

After the putton had been removed and the 
dura incised Or. Davis called the attention 
of the consulting physicians, Dr. Oscar A. 
King, professor of nervous diseases of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, and 
Dr. Ruckmaster, former superintendent of 
the Mendota Sanitarium for Nervous Dis- 
eases, to the fact there was no pulsation. 
jie suggested the enlargement of the open- 
ing and the further cutting of the dura to 


“ascertain the location of the suspected tumor 


or cyst. 

How can you account for the lack of 
pulsation, he asked, unless there is a 
subcortical cyst or tumor? I find a patho- 
logical condition which only a tumor or 
cyst would explain., The cortex has been 
pushed outward nearly half an inch through 
the incision in the dura, showing the brain 
tension is great.” | 
| Stops. the Operation. 


f ne hole was enlarged with a punch in the 
‘direction of the depression, and the aspirat- 


ing needle was inserted without disclosing 


‘the location of the tumor. Deferring to Dr. 


King, Dr. Davis concluded to stop the op- 
eration at this point, although the patient's 
heart action and breathing were healthy 
ahd regular. 

The dura was stitched together, and the 
cavity loosely filled with gutta percha strips, 


‘the button of bone being cast aside. The 


scalp was then sewed up, and a plaster 
dressing bandaged above to keep it in shape. 
The physicians hope the removal of the 
downward pressure on the brain will prove 
of great benefit. 

The bone button showed fibrous tissue be- 
neath the scar from the blow, and the de- 


characteristic document. He first asked that

The remaining por- 
tions of his body he decreed should be 
cremated and placed in an urn, and in- 
terred in the Collier lot at Rosehill Ceme- 
tery. His property he left to his children, 
John Howard and Helen Beatrice Collier, 
cutting off Emily, another daughter, with $1. 

The date of Mr. Collier's injury was March 
3, 1889. He since has had a varied expert- 
ence in sanitariums and asylums. Finally 
he was given his freedom as a sane man on 
a writ of habeas corpus by Judge S. P. Me- 
Connell. 


GETTING HAVANA IN 
SHAPE FOR COMING 
OF AMERICAN TROOPS. 


General Blanco to Leave on Steamer 
Villaverde, Specially Refitted tor Him 
—Camps and Landing Places Being 
Chosen by Army Officers. 


Havana, Oct. 29.—The Spanish mail steam- 
er Villaverde, now en route to Vera Cruz, 
is expected to arrive here on Nov. 9. 

The cabin and staterooms have been com- 
pletely refitted and the vessel has been 
placed at the disposal of General Bianco to 
carry himself and his staff to Spain. 

General Bianco will probably sail between 
the 15th and 20th of November. The Villa- 
verde is the vessel which carried General 
Martinez Campos to Spain when he returned 
home from Cuba. 

From tomorrow the volunteers will per- 
form only sentinel duty at the palace of 
the Captain General, the headquarters of the 
military government; and the treasury. 

Work upon the landing stage for the dis- 
embarkation of the American troops upon 
their arrival was begun today. Sixty Cu- 
bans of Colonel Menocal's command are 
employed. 

Each laborer recei¥es compensation at the 
rate of $1.20 in silver a day—a dollar in 
cash and 20 cents credited to the mess fund 
provided by the engineers. This idea is 
considered a capital one, as it insurés sub- 
stantial food for the workmen, who need it 
badiy. The Cubans who have been given 
employment are delighted, but their com- 
rades are extremely jealous.

Colonel Hecker will leave tomorrow for 
Matanzas to select a camp and landing 
place and to arrange there for transporta- 
tion facilities. He will be followed later by 
Captain Crawford, the engnieer in charge of 


the work at the landing.

There is no issue now but the question of 
which race shall rule. Gold Democrats, sil- 
ver Democrats, some of the leading Repub- 
licans who are not officeholders, and a few 
Populists are in the business-men's move- 
ment. 

Men like T. M. Emerson, Traffic Manager 
of the Atlantic line, who has never taken 
active part in politics, are giving nearly their 
entire time to the campaign. Merchants, 
manufacturers, and bankers have given 
freely to.carry on the fight. ah 

The same conditions exist throughout 
nearly all of eastern North Carolina, where 
the negroes are in the majority. 

Yesterday 8,000 white men of all parties 
met in Goldsboro and declared that their race 
should rule. 

There are about 1,000 negro officers, includ- 
ing policemen, Coronors, Aldermen, magis- 
trates, postmasters, and Registers of 
Deeds, in this and neighboring counties, 
There are forty colored magistrates in Wil- 
mington. Mr. Emerson made this state- 
ment today: 

** Holders of 95 per cent of the property in 
Wilmington have determined that they will 
not submit to negro rule. We cannot afford 
to do so longer. 

“Our wives and daughters are being 
openly insulted and the city is being ruined. 


Elections to Be Nullifled. 


The negroes outnumber us, but Iam frank 
to say they will not win in the coming elec- 
tion. The white men have decided to take 
charge of the affairs of the city. We do so 
peaceably if we can, but forcibly if we must. 

“This is the sentiment of the white com- 
munity. We are all armed and prepared for 
trouble if it must come. It is our wish to 
avoid bloodshed, but the loss of this battle 
would mean the ruin of Wilmington. For 
one, I would not remain here.

There is a greater feeling of unrest and un- 
certainty about, the maintenance of order 
than I have ever seen, and many, even of the 
most conservative, feel that a race conflict 
is imminent, and rather than have riot, 
arson, and bloodshed prevail, I, Republican 
though I am, advise giving up the local of- 
fices in this county. 

IT had thought at first that it was merely 
the usual political outcry, but now I am 
convinced the feeling is much deeper than 

_this, as it prevades the whole community.”

Apparently the fluid 
formed a pool upon a heavy plank suspended 
inside the window, and the fire spread from 
this to the wainscoting and ultimately to 
the ceiling of the lecture-room and the main 
auditorium. Ultimately the blaze was put 
out by the fire department after a futile 


fight by the janitor of the church, H. B. 


Allen, and several scrub women, after a loss 
of about $400. 

The incendiary theory is the one which 
members of the church who have examined 
the origin of the fire and the janitor say 
they have been forced to accept. No other 
explanation of its origin, they say, appears 
possible, though no motive for such an at- 
tempt is Known. And to strengthen this 
belief comes the fact that at the critical 

olnt some one stole the wooden bucket 
with which the janitor was fighting the fire, 
leaving him temporarily helpiess. The 
bucket is supposed by the janitor to have 


“been taken by some of the first few who 


rushed into the lecture-room from the street. 
Whether a possible accomplice of the sup- 
posed incendiary carried it away to hinder 
the impromptu fire brigade can only be sur- 
mised, but a diligent search since has failed 
to discover it... 
Pool of Inflammable Oil. 

Attorney I. J. Geer, President of the Board 
of Trustees of the church, and Eugene H. 
Fishburn, treasurer, who were among the 
first members to visit the church after the 
fire, could find no possible.way for it to have 
originated from the furnace. The latter is 
situated in a sort of pit, and thé thick plank 
on which the fire was kindled was placed 
across this pit. as a bridge between the 
outer door and the entrance to the lecture- 
room. Directly over the plank, in easy 
reach, is a basement window, which was 
unintentionally left open on Friday night. 

Members of the church who have visited 
the building are unanimously of the opinion 
that the fire originated on this plank, under- 
neath. the window. A spot was burned on 
the plank the size of a saucer, as if a pool 
of kerosene or gasoline had formed there, 
and from this the fire apparently ran along 
the cracks in the plank. The wainscoting is 
charred only on the outside, where the fire 
reached it from the plank. The scrub 
women, who detected the fire and alarmed 
the janitor, declared there was a strong 


odor of kerosene when they opened the door. 


The fire must have spread almost in- 

stantly. The scrub women had been work- 
ing but a few feét away, in the lecture room, 
tor an hour, without noticing any odor of 
smoke. One of them opened the. door, and, 
noticing the fire on the wainscoting, called 
to the janitor. When the latter opened the 
door, the fire drove him back and burst 
through into the lecture room. 

The plank and wainscoting are on the op- 
posite side of the pit, ten feet away from the 
furnace and entirely separated fromit. The 
plank sloped upwards at an angle of thirty 
degrees, and the fire burned downwards on 
the plank, as a liquid poured on it would 
have flowed. 


Janitor Allen, after seeing what a start the 


fire had got, ran outside to give the alarm 
and then seized the wooden pail and tried to 
put the fire out with water from the lecture- 
room faucet. He dashed a few bucketfuls 
on the flames, and, fearing the fire was 
spreading into the auditorium overhead, ran 
up-stairs. 
back, the bucket had vanished, and he was 
left temporarily helpless. The scrub women 
had followed him and the disappearance or 
the pail is unaccountable. 
Geer Gives His Views.

MORE EXECUTIONS IN CRETE. 


Five Mussulmans Hanged at Candia 
for Helping in the Massacre 
of British Soldiers. 


Candia, Island of Crete, Oct. 29.—Five 
more of the Myssulmans convicted of taking 
part in the massacre of British soldiers en 
Sept. G6 were executed today. In addition 
four bashi-bazouks have been sentenced to 
twenty years’ imprisonment at hard labor. 

Since the departure of the Turkish troops 
a number of additional guilty Mussulmans 
have been discovered dally. 

It also appears that the Turkish officers 
appropriated the valuables looted by their 
soldiers. 

[Dispatches from Candia on Oct. 18 announced 
that seven Mussulmans were hanged there for 
participation in the massacre of Sept. 6.]

Although the meaning of the move is not 
fully apparent beyond the evident intention 
of the General Electric to operate a transit 
system over its right of way, it is supposed 
the public is witnessing the development 
of a new design on the part of the Chicago 
City railway company to gain an overflow 
line into the heart of the city to relieve the 
congestion of the traffic on its cable lines. 
The Chicago City railway has been credited 
with the control of the General Electric, if 
not the actual ownership of the franchises 
granted to that corporation. 


On Edison Company Permit. 

When the nocturnal work began one of the 
gangs, composed of about fifteen men, start- 
ed to tear up the paving on Plymouth 
place from the south line of Polk street. A 
policeman asked the foreman for his permit. 
He showed a permit from the Chicago Edi- 
son company to tear up Plymouth place for 
fifty feet from the south line of Polk street. 
The permit was signed by J. Doherty, Super- 
intendent of Streets, and was good for Nov. 
12. The foreman said his name was 
Springer. He did not seem to know exactly 
what the Edison company was doing. A 
trench was being dug in the middle of the 
street, and apparently there was no effort 
being made to build a street railway. 
Springer hazarded the suggestion that the 
Chicago Edison company was laying wires 
to light the Dearborn Station, but he smiled 
when he said it. 

In Custom-House place, one block west, 
another gang of men were working. They 
claimed to be in the employ of the Chicago 
Edison company. Their permit gave them 
the right to dig for fifty feet south in Cus- 
tom-House place. 

Shortly after these men had gone to work 
a large number of laborers appeared in 
Plymouth place. The street down to Fif- 
teenth street was soon lighted with torches. 
and the sound of hammer and pick was 
heard. The work of these men was entirely 
different from the men who alleged them- 
selves to be in the employ of the Chicago 
Edison company. Two white surveying 
cords were extended down the center of tho 
street the width of a double street railway 


track. 
L. E. Myers in Charge. 

Loule E. Myers, who showed a card with 
the words printed thereon, “ Electrical In- 
stallation company.“ admitted that he was 
in charge of the gang of mén. 

There is nothing to hide about this mat- 
ter,“ said Mr. Myers. ‘‘ Iam Vice President 
of the Electrical Installation company, and 
we are doing this work for the General Elec- 
triccompany. I have about 375 men at work, 
and we have the street torn up from Polk 
to Fourteenth street. Ihave twenty wagons 
loaded with rails at the Twelfth street via- 
duct, and before morning the rails will be in 
the street. We have a permit from the city, 
and we will go along with this work unin- 
terrupted. No, I am not bothered by the 
work of the Chicago Edison company. They 
are all right. When we get ready we will 
pass them without any trouble. We are not 
building for an underground road. The stor- 
age battery will be used.“ 

Saturday night was chosen, it was said, 
because it gave a chance for a day and 
nearly two nights of work before t re- 
sumption of wagon traffic on Monday. 

President Bowen of the Chicago City rail- 
way company denied last night that his 
company was interested in the General Elec- 
tric, though he said the relations between 
the two companics were friendly. He said 
he had no knowledge that the Genera! Elec- 
tric had commenced to lay tracks. 


Rights of Way the Same. 


The right of way by which the General 
Electric will be enabled to make its down- 
down connection is identical almost with the 
route which President M. K. Bowen of the 
Chicago City railway proposed a year ago 
for an elevated structure which would 
bring down-town an electric car line tap- 
ping cross-town electric systems which now 
pour into the cable lines crowds which the 
City railway company scarcely can handle. 
The plan failed for many reasons, notably 
the opposition of frontage property-holders. 
President Bowen desired that the elevated 
road, which was to be far less cumbersome 
and unsightly than the regular elevated 
systems, should run north from Archer 
avenue in Dearborn street and Plymouth 
place to Jackson boulevard. The extension 
to the south of Archer avenue, it was un- 
derstood, was to be a surface line. 


Can Invade Many Streets. 


Although the midnight work of track lay- 
ing was pushed southward it might equally 
as well have gone to the northward. The 
franchises of the General Electric grant it 
right of way in either Plymouth or Custom- 
House place, or in both, south from Jackson 
boulevard to Fourteenth street, and thence 
in Dearborn south to Twenty-third street. 
South of Twenty-third street the company 
has rights of way covering a network of 
cross streets and north and south thorough- 
ares to Fifty-seventh street, a concession of

Franklin MacVeagh Speaks. 

Franklin MacVeagh. who spoke as the rep- 
resentative of the Commercial club, pref- 
aced an address dealing chiefly with the 
logic of the commercial and colonial situa- 
tion confronting the country by an explana- 
tion of the change of mind which the 
progress of the war had brought to many 


people. . 

“ This nation should not be shut up.“ he 
sald. ‘*‘ When you get that far the mere 
meausre of extension becomes a matter 
which we may well leave to the growing 
judgment of the nation. Certain facts con- 
cerning: the boundaries of colonisation are 
pertinent. We must remember, when we 
speak of the tropical climate of the lands 
we are holding, that there are no coun- 
tries but tropical countries left for coloniza- 


tion. The temperate zone is occupied. The 


tropics cannot be colonized largely-by people 
from the temperate sone, though incentives 


of enterprise will be certain to take to the 


Philippine Islands enough Americans to in- 


fluence Philippine life if we retain the terri~ | 


tory. 


‘Motives of strength influence us to retain | 


the Philippine Islands. We must have a 
coaling station in the group. We will have 
a world wide commerce almost immediately. 
That means a tremendous navy. Dewey 
was forced to take the Philippines because 
he had no other place to go. and his deed 
is a good and forcible illustration of this 
point—we are obliged to have a refuge of our 
own in the Philippines. It is only a question 
whether we shall take a part of the islands 
or all of them. I do not think there is a 
gentieman in this room who will not co- 
moide with this view of the situation. 


Must Join with England. 


“Then, also, the United States must join 


with England in securing open ports in the 
East. We must have free avenues for our 
trade, and England is the only country in 
the world to help us in keeping ports open. 
Russia, France, and Germany will close 
every port which comes into their possession. 
Our part should be to aid in opening the 
East, not to leave the task to another nation. 
Though we did not have the Philippines in 
mind when we began the war, the fortunes 
of conflict have placed them in our hands. 
It is a pertinent proposition that we owe the 
same obligation to the Philippine Islands as 
to Cuba When Dewey took control of Ma- 
nila harbor in the name of America our ob- 
ligation bégan. The judgment of history 
= not excuse us if we shirk the responsi- 
i ty." 
Eckels Opposes Expansion. 

Mr. Eckels said: 

“ We would have had peace with honor if 
the Executive of this nation had been al- 
lowed to carry out his own ideas and we 
would have been spared the embarrassments 
that have resulted from the war. It is called 
a war for humanity. Let me ask who in the 
week of jubilee in this city spoke of human- 
ity or rejoiced because Cuba and the Phil- 
ippines had been freed. There was talk 
enough about the heroes and the victories. 

But it is said we should annex the Phil- 
ippines for the sake of commerce. I am glad 
to see we have the candor to acknowledge 
that commercial advantages really occupy 
more of our thought than humanity. ButI 
want to say that trade and commerce are 
not at all times and always unmixed bless- 
ings. It is only when they lower the cost of 
living, shorten the hours of labor, and in- 
crease the sum of human happiness that 
trade and commerce can rightfully demand 
to be éxtended. 

„assert my conviction that commerce 
does not always follow victory. A well- 
rounded sentence fs not necessarily true and 
a metaphor ig not always statesmanship. 
To those who so frequently reiterate that 
‘commerce follows the flag,’ I would say 
commerce has followed the flag of England 
nut because of the victories of England by 
land and sea, but because of the inelligent 
economic laws of England. I would say that 
it is the American merchantman that must 
carry the flag and not the battleship if 
commerce is to follow it. Commerce will 
follow the American flag when our trade 
and navigation laws are as suited to our con- 
ditions as those of England are to hers, 
when we are prepared to say to men of other 
nations to whom we want to sell our com- 
modities that we will buy theirs in exchange. 


Wants a Coaling Station. 
For my part, I admit the og of a coaling 
station in Asiatic waters. t us have one, 
not on the island of Luzon, but on some 
minor island which will serve just as well as 
Manila. Let us give the Filipinos a reason- 
able time to decide for themselves what man- 
ner of government they wish, and if they 
cannot agree let us withdraw and leave them 
alone to work out their destiny. I hold that 
the duty we owe to ourselves is paramount. 
To those who ask if we are our brother's

At that time no one seemed to now what was 
the matter We reached the head of the 
stairs where our stateroom was when we 
met two of the deckhands. We had in the 
meantime secured life preservers, but were 
utterly unable to put them on. As we stood 
bewildered the men came up to us and of- 
fered to assist us up the stairs. 

“tT can positively say there was no panic 
at that time, for as I looked back into the 
dining saloon I saw 4 number of people stil! 
seated at the table. I should judge it was 
about four minutes after the ship struck, 
when, without warning, every light went out. 

„ Tassisted my mother to a mast, but as the 
men by whose aid we hoped to save our lives 
left to get in a boat we left with them. We 
reached one of the boats and the men as- 
sisted us into it. For a few minutes we sat 
in the boat terrified. Sutdenly the boat 
lurched and a wave struck us, and then the 
boat turned over and I felt as if I had gone 
to the bottom ofthe sea. Consciousness had 
almost left me when we came up and I 
found myself under the overturned boat. I 
clung to the seat with only my shoulders out 
of the water and with my chin resting on the 
seat. Close beside me was old Mr. Dunlean, 
and he shouted as loudly as he was able. My 
mother, I knew, had been in the boat, but 
that was all.

WORK IN CUBA 
COSTS HIS LIFE. 


Colonel George E. M aring Jr. 
Dies in New York of 
Yellow Fever. 


HIS MISSI. N TO HAVANA. 


Sent by McKinley to Make Plans 
to Protect Health of 
American Troops, 


NO CHANCE FOR EPIDEMIC. 


New York, Oct. 20.—[Special.]—Colonel 
George E. Waring Jr., former Commissioner 
of Street Cleaning, died at his home, 175 
Sccond avenue, at 7:40 this morning of yel- 
low fever. He had spent the last weeks of 
his life in combatting that dread disease. 

For his country’s sake he went to Cuba. 
For the great sacrifice that Colonel Waring 
made there is but a mass of notes, of half- 
finished maps, almost unintelligible mem- 
oranda, and figures that may mean nothing 
to those who were left behind. 

These haif-finished maps were the key to 
a problem, and that problem was the saving 
of thousands of American lives. Colonel 
Waring had worked out the solution of the 

ellow fever problem in Cuba and Porto Rico. 
n search of this solution he had spared him- 
self no risk, no danger. His death was a 
great shock, even to the physicians in at- 
tendance. 

On his arrival on the steamship Yucatan 
from Havana on Tuesday he had complained 
of an attack of what he thought was ma- 
laria. On Thursday the suspicions of Dr. 
Stimson were aroused. He immediately tel- 
ephoned for Dr. Doty, Health Officer of New 
York Harbor; Dr. Charles Roberts, Sanitary 
Inspector of the Board of Health; and Dr. 
Biauvelt, Chief of the Bureau of Contagious 
Diseases. The consultation was a short one, 
and at its conclusion official notice was sent 
to the Health department that Colonel War- 
ing was suffering from yellow fever. 

Colonel Waring was not informed of the 
nature of his disease until Friday. He con- 
tinued cheerful, although growing steadily 
weaker for the rest of the day and evening. 

At 11 o’clock Colonel Waring’s condition 
took a sudden turn for the worse. The 
dreaded black vomit made its appearance, 
and then Dr. Stimson and Dr. Blauvelt, 
who were at the bedside, knew that the 
end was not far off. Dr. Roberts was tele- 
phoned for, and the three physicians did 
everything in human power for the dying 
man. 

Colonel Waring's temperature rose stead- 
ily by quarter degrees. He became weak- 
er and weaker after each recurrence of 
the vomit, and when at last the end came 
at 7:30 this morning it was almost a relief 
to the heart-stricken watchers. He 
been unconscious for some time. 

Within a short time a coffin containin 
the body was driven to the pler at Sixteent 
street and placed on board a Health depart- 
ment boat, which steamed at once for Swin- 
5 Island, where it was cremated to- 
night. 

To Mrs. Waring the manner of her hus- 
band’s death is especially ervel. During the 
epidemic in New Orleans in 1878 her father, 
— — brothers, and sisters all died of 
yéllow fever. She herself was attacked by 
it, but after a long illness recovered. 

Regarding the danger of — disease 
spreading. Dr. A. H. Doty, Health Officer 
of the port, said: 

There never has been in the history of 
the department a secondary—that is, a case 
of yellow fever developing from another 
case. Last summer, on Swinburne Island, 
we had several cases from steamers. All 
the patients were in a ward, and we who 
attended them slept practically in the same 
room. The temperature of the air at that 
time registered as high as 98° for days, but 
no case developed from contact with the 
patients. A case like Colonel Waring’s car- 
ries with it absolutely no possibility of in- 
fection to others.“ 


Colonel Waring’s Career. 


George E. Waring was born in Poundridge. 
this State. on July 4. 1833. and was educated 
at College Hill, Poughkeepsie. When but 
21 years old he made a lecture tour through 
Vermont and Maine. talking upon agricul- 
tural topics. Shortly afterward Horace 
Greeley became interested in his work and 
employed him to manage his farm in Chap- 
paqua, N. FV. In 1857 he was appointed en- 
gineer of Central Park. He designed the 
present system of drainage of the park and 
incidentally planted two rows of noble elms 
on the Ma.., He was in this office when the 
civil war broke out. He went out as Major 
of the Garibaldi Hussars. He became Major 
of cavalry under General John C. Fremont, 
and raised six companies of cavalry in St. 
Louis, which were called the Fremont Hus- 
sars. Waring was made a Colonel in rec- 
ognition of these services. 

When the terrible epidemic of yellow fever 
broke out in Memphis in 1878 Colonel War- 
ing was summoned to the city. and revolu- 
tlontsed the sewerage system of the. place. 
He introduced there the system by which 
the house drainage and the surface drain- 
age were disposed of separately. It was 
called the Waring system, and has proved 
so efficacious that Memphis has been free 
of yellow fever ever since. 

Colonel Waring again came into prom- 
inence when Mayor Strong appointed him 
Street Cleaning Commissioner, After leav- 
ing the commissionership he devoted his 
time to lecturing and writing. He was the 
author of Whip. Spur, and Saddle,” a 
volume of horse stories; A Farmer's Va- 
cation.”” The Bride of the Rhine.“ The 
Tyrol,” and “ The Skirt of the Alps.” He 
was a member of the Century and Authors’ 
clubs. The Citizens’ State party this year 
nominated him for State Engineer and Sur- 
veyor. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.— [Special. 
Deep regret was expressed today by Presi- 
dent McKinley over the death of Colonel 
George E. Waring of New York, who died 
this morning in New York of yellow fever 
contracted in Cuba. As-Colonel Waring's 
stay in Cuba was so short the President is all 
the more pained at the sad termination of 
his mission. It will be remembered Colonel 
Wuring went to Cuba at the personal re- 
quest of the President to study the sanilary 
conditions of Havana and to make recom- 
mendations for their improvement. Presi- 
dent McKinley held Colonel Waring in high 
esteem personally and his regard for his 
professional abilities was of the highest 
character. Of course, it will be impossible 
for the President to attend the funeral on 
account of the nature of the malady.

TEACHERS TO BUY FARM. 


MEMBERS OF THE CHICAGO FEDERA- 
TION DISCUSS THE PROJECT. 


— 


Plan Is to Purchase a Place in South- 
ern Wisconsin and Convert It Into 
a Recreation Resort for the Dis- 
pensers of Knowledge in the 
Schools — Will combine Business 
with Pleasure—Interest in Election 
for ne of the Pension Fund. 


The Chicago Grade Teachers’ federation at 
its meeting yesterday discussed the propo- 
sition to purchase a farm in Wisconsin where 
the members can spend the summer months. 

The farm which it is proposed to buy con- 
tains 400 acres in the Green Lake region of 
south central Wisconsin. It is picturesquely 
situated, has 300 acres of pasture land and 


knoll that overlooks the Fox River Valley. 
The cost of the farm is $20,000, and it is pro- 
posed to pay for it and secure an additional 
$10,000 with which to improve the property 
by the formation of a stock company, the 
teachers to be the shareholders. 

It is proposed to run the enterprise as a 
dairy and vegetable farm. Cottages will 
also be erected, tennis courts laid, and the 
golf grounds surveyed. These features will 
form recreation for the teachers and for 
the more serious side they will conduct 
a summer school and invite lecturers to ad- 
dress them on special topics. 

The matter was explained to the federa- 
tion and referred to a committee, consisting 
of the leading principals and teachers. The 
idea is meeting with great favor among the 
pupils. 
| Miss Catherine Goggin gave notice that 

she would at the next meeting of the federa- 
tion offer an amendment to the constitu- 
tion providing for a method of electing tem- 
porary officers, in case of death, sickness, 
or resignation of the regularly elected of- 
ficials. The vacancy is to be filled by the 
Board of Managers, with a temporary 
officer, who shall hold the position until the 
next regular meeting of the federation. 

‘Considerable time of the teachers was 
taken up during the day electioneering for 
.their favorite candidates for members of the 
Board of Trustees of the teachers’ and em- 
ployés pension fund, which will be held on 
Tuesday. 

Secretary Graham has already sent out 
the ballots to each of the schools, and they 
are now in the hands of the principals for 
distribution on Tuesday. 

The candidates are Miss Catherine Goggin 
| of the Jones School, Miss A. Therese Me- 
Ginley of the Oak Ridge School, Charles I. 
Parker of the South Chicago High School, 
and James Hannan, superintendent of 
School District No. 6. 

Mies Goggin and Mr. Hannan have been 
renominated for the position, they being the 
present representatives of the teachers and 
employés of the board. 

Miss Goggin has held the position for sev- 
eral years. Her election is regarded as cer- 
tain. 

Principal Parker of the South Chicago 
High School says he does not expect to he 
elected and that his name was put on the 
ticket by some of his friends against his con- 
sent.

NORTON INDULGES 
IN MORE CRITICISM 
AND DENUNCIATION. 


Harvard Professor Declares the Nation 
Devoid of Sense No Leaders to 
/ Guide the Ignorant, Inflammable 
Populace.”’ 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 29.—Professor 
Charles Eliot Norton, in an address before 
the Graduates’ club of harvard College, ex- 
pressed sentiments which are likely to 
grouse as much discussion among Harvard 
men und others as has followed many of 
Professor Norton’s recent utterances. The 
speaker’s subject was “ The ** Ameri- 
can.“ 2 

In the course of his remarks he reviewed 
the conditions which made this republic in 
many ways an experiment in the history of 
democracies. Continuing, hesaid: | 

“No one would have thought the Ameri- 
can nation so devoid of sense as to go to war 
in the beginning of the hot season, in a trop- 
ical climate, and without any adequate prep- 
arations to carry that war to a successful 
issue. 

“This war was a revelation. The old 
America came to an end with a declaration 
of war. The new America threw over many 
of the old ideals which have been main- 
tained by this old America, and substituted 
for them those of the other nations of the 
world. We-must make up our minds to the 
new conditions. We are to be a muitary na- 
tion. Moreover, all brutal tendencies will 
be encouraged by the recognition of force as 
the last appeal by the central government 
itself. And, too, entanglements with other 
nations must arise. 

‘* Meanwhile, we have no leaders and hence 
we find ourselves with great responsibilities 
and no guidance for the ignorant, unin- 
formed, inflammable populace, and we are 
allowing events to carry us into the most 
dangerous situation: The whole system of 
government needs to be revised and 
-feorganized. The pension list is a list of 
corruption and has lowered the morals of the 
recipients, while it has increased the na- 
tional indebtedness. 

Is there nothing to be done? The situ- 
ation is to be met with courage and a deter- 
mination to get the best out of a bad case. 
We must divorce the government of these 
dependencies from politics, or else they will 
become dens of corruption.“ 

Professor Norton advocated leaving the 
Philippines to the care of Spain.

POLICE PURSUE 


A MURDER CLEW 


Who Left Chicago with 
W. J. Manning. 


SAID TO BE E£X-CONVICT. 


Tip Is Given by Former Partner 
of the Dead Lodging- 
House Keeper. 


WIDOW IDENTIFIES BODY. 


The body of the murdered man found near 
Peoria, III., has been positively identified as 
that of William J. Manning, lodging-house 
keeper at Canal and West Randolph streets. 
Captain Colleran of the detective headquar- 
ters received a telegram from the chief of 
the Peoria police yesterday afternoon tothe 
effect that Mrs. Manning had identified the 
body as that of her husband. 

The police of the Desplaines Street Station 
claim to have cleared up the Chicago end of 


named Louis Gehrke, who they say accom- 
panied Manning from Chicago when he left 
the city last Monday. They think Gehrke 
can shed considerable light on the murder. 

The police received their tip from Joseph 
Lejole, who was the partner of Manning in 
the lodging-house business. Lejok says 
Gehrke came to the lodging-house several 
weeks ago, but did not put up any money. 
Manning several times took small sums from 
the money drawer, which he gave to Gehrke. 

Lejoie finally became tired of this, and said 
to Manning: 

Why do you keep this fellow about the 
house? He has no money.“ 

To which Manning is said to have replied: 
O, he is allright. Gehrke will have money 
pretty soon and will square up.”’ 

An inmate of the lodging-house who goes 
by the name of Yank ”’ overheard Gehrke 
say to Manning: “ All the stuff can be car- 
ried away ina sack.“ 

I never saw this man until he came to 
the house,“ said Lejoie. ‘‘ Gehrke had the 
habit of walking up and down the floor, con- 
fining his promenade to a distance of about 
five feet.“ | 

“The case is not a difficult one,” said De- 
tective Weiss of the Desplaines Street Police 
Btation. It is probable that the man 
Gehrke told Manning of some alleged plun- 
der which had been planted in or near Peoria. 
Manning was of a grasping disposition, and 
no doubt agreed to accompany Gehrke to 
the place. 

Whether or not this was a device of 
Gehrke to get Manning to a lonely place or 
not, I do not know. After reaching the 
place Manning may have been shot and 
robbed. 

Gehrke ought not to be hard to find. The 
man is dying of consumption, and is either 
in some hospital or some private house, 
where his identity ought to be easily 
learned.“ 

Gehrke is about 30 years of age, slim 
build, stoop shouldered, about 5 feet 10 in 
height, and light hair and mustache. 

The coroner's inquest on the body of Man- 
ning at Peoria*yesterday returned a verdict 
of murder by a man whose name is un- 
known, but who was commonly referred to 
as the consumptive.“ The verdict fur- 
ther found that the murder was committed 
for the purpose of robbery, and recom- 

mended that the “ cohsumptive” be ap- 
prehended and held without ball. 


CHARGED WITH SWINDLING. 


Edgar N. Mayer Is Arrested in This 
City for Alleged Complicity 
in Robbing Banks. 


Edgar N. Mayer, who says he is the son of 
Daniel Mayer of West Virginia, United 
States Consul at Buenos Ayres,-is in jail 
at Janesville, Wis., charged with having 
been the accomplice of William Gentry in 
forging drafts on banks at Oshkosh and 
Janesville, Wis.; Fremont, Neb.; and other 
places. 

Gentry is also under arrest at Oshkosh,

FRENCH DOUBT AS TO RUSSIA 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK TRIB-

Paris, Oct. 29.—The diplomatic aspect of 
the Fashoda situation remains unchanged. 
The utmost confidence prevails at the Quai 
d'Orsay that a peaceful solution will be 
reached. This is also the feeling on the 
Stock Exchange, where government securi- 
ties have risen since Thursday, and con- 
tinue firm. 

Major Marchand's departure from 
Fashoda for Cairo in no way alters the facts, 
any more than does the presence of Baratier 
in Paris. 2 

Repokts that the French government has 


decided to withdraw the French flag from 


Fashoda, which circulated with such per- 
sistency yesterday, are, to say the least, 
premature. In the first place, no such im- 
portant step could be taken until a Cabinet 
is formed and has had time to consider and 
confer with the President of the republic, 
The views prevailing at the Quai d'Orsay 
are that the abandonment of Fashoda would 
be a step taken in deference to English 
amour propre, and only upon the under- 
standing that Lord Salisbury would concede 
something at least to appease French dis- 
satisfaction. 


It is safe to conclude that war about Fa- 
shoda will certainly be avoided if the mat- 
ter is left to the resources of the Quai d'Or 
say and Downing street. The danger is the 
nervous (énsion now prevailing in France 
owing to the Dreyfus affair, which has made 
pubuc opinion here keenly sensitive to any 
real or imaginary slight to the nation’s 
honor. The cartoon in Punch, representing 
Marchand as a monkey on a barrel-0.gan, 
has been reproduced in the illustrated pa- 
pers throughout France, and excites intens 
popular resentment against England. Tie 
point of honor must now be considered while 
the present tension lasts, and an ill-timed 
jest or hot-tempered retort would now do 
more to incite hostUities than u naval demon-

Moreover, Emperor William’s visit to the 
Orient is characteriged as an impudent at- 
tempt to undermine Russian influence in 
Turkey and the position of the orthodox 
church in Palestine. 
“authorities fear German Protestant rule in 
Jerusalem, where the orthodox pilgrims are 
ten times more numerous than those of all 
the other creeds together. It is said that 
Russia, in order to counteract the Anglo- 
German agreement, has come to a closer 
understanding with Austria, by which those 
two countries and France will jointly oppose 
the increasing influence of Germany in the 
Orient and will in no case permit Turkish 
cesslons to Germany. 

Poke Fun at the Emperor. 

The German newspapers express the opin- 
ion Emperor William's trip will yield lit- 
tle tangible good, but will create much 
jealousy upon the part of the interested 
powers, who will endeavor to destroy any 
German projects in Asia Minor. 

The German comic papers are also poking 
fun at the Emperor and his new crusade, 
leading in some cases to prosecutions on 
the charge of lese majesty.

Goveznment bonds have shown not only 
strength but buoyancy, activity in the new 
3 per cents going quite beyond, any similar 
transactions recorded for months past. At 
the end of the week the 3 per cent issue 
shows aenew record price, actual transac- 
tions taking place at 1 

Cheap money shows in this connection as 
especially influential. Among all the ope- 
rating factors in the market none surpasses 
that of the current abundance and ease of 


funds, 
in Trust Stocks. 


In one part of the market danger signals 
show, and are warranted amply—in the trust 
stocks where flagrant manipulation is chal- 
lenging disaster. 

Tobacco trust, sugar trust, and ah of 
lesser trusts have been wheeled into a posi. 
tion where, if natural liquidation be in- 
duced, the general market may have to 
stand again the stress of what can be little 
short of a trust stock panic. 

Of a sudden the tobacco trust proclaims 
advantage by the formation of a trust in 
plug tobacco making, because plug tobacco 
competition has been inflicting it with losses 
of over $1,000,000 a year—this being now 
officially stated with as much postiveness as 
a little while ago it was denied to be false. 
In the sugar trade such important refiner- 
les as have agreeable relations with the su- 
gar trust have of a sudden taken themselves 
out of the market as sellers of refined prod- 
uct by advancing their selling rates a frac- 
tion beyond the figures at which the trust is 
willing to supply the market. ’ 

This leaves the trust free to carry on the 
aggressive campaign which is scheduled to 
begin the coming week against new invaders 
of the trade. 

It is officially stated that the sugar trust’s 
managers have specifically to pay 
hereafter—during the pendency of the fight 
now .beginning--only such dividends as are 
currently earned. This, if for the present or 
the next quarter the exigéncy' of war in- 
volves losses, dividends will be suspended 
altogether, no drafts being made upon ac- 
cumulated surplus. i 

Small doubt can now exist of the earnest- 
ness with which Mr. H. O. Havemeyer, Pres- 
ident of the sugar trust, appreciates the 
difficulties of the situation. Mr. Haveméyer 
has never been accused under any circurn- 
stances of being too pacific, and this ts hard- 
ly likely to bea time for him to make a quick 
surrender.

both languages. Yet this custom has its 
inconveniences, as the expressions in the 
two languages may differ in their shades of 
thought, and this often makes it difficult to 
decide which is authentic. Hence our treaty 
of alliance with France in 1775 and the 
treaty for the cession of Louisiana in 1803 
assert that, though written in both lan- 
guages, the French copy shall be considered 
the original. Dealing with such a shifty, 
quibbling nation as the Spanish, it would 
not be surprising if we should require that 
the English copy of the Spanish-American 
treaty should be declared to be the original. 

When the treaty is concluded it will be 
signed by the representatives of the re- 
spective governments. Each will retain a 


names will appear first, and on the Spanish - 
copy the names of the Spanish will lead. 

The signing: of the treaty is followed by 
its ratification. Under International law a 
treaty is not binding if the, commissioners 
exceed the authority which is granted them. 
The government is not allowed to exceed 
its constitutional powers. And, like all oth- 
er treaties, they must be ratified by the 
legislature, this rule being as true of Spain 
as of America. When the treaty is finally 
agreed upon by the commissioners, how- 
ever, it is not likely.that any hitch will 
occur in the ratification. Such has seldom 
been the case in the past, it befng usually 
conceded that fhe commissioners-have made 
the best possible terms, However, it usea 
to be said that Talleyrand received bribes to 
make unfavorable treaties or to let se a 
tunities pass. 

What rank the Paris treaty of 1898, as it 
| wil] be known, will take in international his- 
tory cannot be predicted at present. It is of 
‘too great interest to America, and is too 
near, for contemporaries to secure a proper 
perspective. In some respects, however; it 
will probably rank among the great treaties 
of the world. There are some treaties—and 
these not always those that have concluded 
the greatest wars—that have an enduring 
place in history, and are regarded as land- 
marks more than are the battles the winning 
or losing of which made them possible. A 
glance at them and their results will show 
of what impertancé ‘they are to the welfare 
of the peoples they -eoncern- 


ORIGIN OF PEACE TREATIES. 

Peace treaties of ‘the nineteenth, century 
sort are an outgrowth of the amenities of 

warfare ‘with which.modern warfare is con- 
ducted. In the old days the negotiation of a 
peace treaty was a “stand and deliver” 
sort of affair. Take for instance that which 
im B. C. 32 ended Cars eight years’ cam- 
paign in Gaul, of which he tells in his Gal- 
lic War?“ With the fall of Alesia Vercinge- 
tori the doughty ba in General, disdain- 
ing to fly. deliveréd himself into the hands of 
Cesar. Bound he was brought before 
Cesar and all that he had was N Thus 
ended the war. 

One of the most important of ancient 
' treaties was that of Westphalia, concluded 


years’ War; in which Gustavus Ad 
fought % valiantly, This famous war “vet 
gan as a religious cohtroversy, due to the 
smoldering religious Ratred of half a cen- 
tury. Protestants had seizdd church lands, 
and Emperor Ferdinand of Austria was de- 
termined to subjugate the smaller German 
States, with Spain’s.. aid, to the Roman 
Catholic faith. rhe war spread and all of 
the continent was invelved in it: Gradually 
it lost its religious cter, and, France 
joining the Protestants, Ferdinand was 
} forced to sign the peace of Westphalia. This 
treaty is the basis of the modern map of 
Europe. It recognized the independence of 
Holland and Switseplatid, established the 


equality of the three religious communities 
Catholics, and Calvinista,

gave Alsace to France and a part of Pom- 
erania to Sweden. It rendered the states of 


the empire almost independent of the Em- 


peror, its federal head. It arrested,“ says 
Wheaton, the progress of Germany. to- 
wards national unity under the Catholic 
banner and prepared the way for the sub- 
sequent development of the power of Prus- 
sia—the child of the reformation—which 
thus became the head of the Protestant 
party and the political rival’ of the House 
of Austria, which last still fhaintained its 
ancient position as the temporal chief of 
the Catholic body.“ The liberty granted the 
petty States of Germany to form alliances 
as they pleased Contributed to render the 
federative system of the Germanic body a 
new security for the general balance of 
power. 

The peace of the Pyreneés of Nov. 7, 1659, 
ended a twenty years’ war between France 
and Spain. One of the terms of this treaty 
was the marriage of Louis XIV. to Maria 
Theresa, the poor woman thus being made 
unhappy for life. 

A, war of almost ten years’ duration be- 
tween France and the principal powers of 
Europe was ended by the peace of Ryswick. 
It was the outgrowth of two other wars. 
On the death of his father-in-law, Philip IV. 
of Spain, Louis invaded Flanders in the name 
af Maria Theresa, but was driven back by 
England, Holland, and Sweden, and he sur- 
rendered most of his conquests in the treaty 
of Aix-la-Chapelle in May, 1668. Four years 
later the war with Holland began, lasting 
five years, and closing with the peace of 
Nimeguen. It was during this war that the 
Dutch opened the sluices, letting in the Ger- 
man ocean, and then also William of Orange 
won his spurs and the first coalition of Eu- 
ropean powers was formed. Tirlhg of peace, 
Louis began what was known as the war of 
the Palitinate, which lasted eleven years, 
and William, then King of England, formed 
the grand alliance of England, Spain, Hol- 
land, and Germany, which finally forced 
Louis to sign the peace of Ryswick. It was 
dated Sept. 20, 1607, and Louis not only rec- 
ognized Willianf as King of England, but 
surrendered most of his conquests to those 
from whom he had won them. 


Fourteen years’ of war was ended by the 
treaty of Utrecht. This war was that of 
the Spanish succession, which was caused 
by Louis’ support of the claim of Philip of 
Anjou, his son, to the crown willed him by 
Charles II. of Spain, The allles under Marl 
borough had won notable victories, when the 
Archduke ‘became Emperor and seemed 
about to unite Spain to Austria. Marlbor- 
ough was recalled by the English Tories 
and the treaties of Utrecht and Rastadt 
were made by France, Great Britain, Portu- 
gal, Prussia, Savoy, Holland, and Spain. 
The most important treaty was that of April 
11, 1713. Philip was recognized as King of 
Spain, but France paid dearly for that diplo- 


.matic concession. Hudson Bay, St. Kitts, 


Nova Scotia, and Newfoundlahd were ceded 
to England, Dunkirk was dismantled and its 
harbor filled up. The Hanoverian succes- 
sion, as determined by Parliament, was ac- 
knowledged. Spain ceded Gibraltar to Great 
Britain, and the perpetual separation of the 
French and Spanish crowns was pledged. 
Spain agreed not to transfer to France, or 
any other nation, any land or lordship in 
America. One provision gave @ British com- 
pany a thirty years’ éxclusivé contract for 
supplying Spanish America with negroes. 
A treaty of peace signed at Aix-la-Cha- 
wile brought about the end of the war of the 
Austrian succession. “‘ Never, perbaps,” 
says Lord Mahon, speaking of this peace, 
“did any war after so many great events 
and so large a loss of blood and treasure end

UNITED STATES AND ENGLAND. 
The most important treaty negotiated by 
the United States was that of Paris in 1788. 
It was signed three years after the surren- 
der of Cornwallis, and in it Franklin, Jay, 
Adams, and Laurens won as great a victory 
as did Washington at Yorktown. Inde- 
pendence agreed upon, the most important 
‘point was thé determination of boundaries. 


Great Britain tried to confine us to the orig- 


inal colonies, but the Americans held out 
for the Mississippi as a boundary and Frank- 


‘lin refused to concede Western lands to the 


Tories. On the other hand, the fisheries con- 
tentions of today are due to failure by 


Franklin and Jay to recognize their im- 


portance. Adams demanded that Americans 
should. have equal rights with Britons to 
fish in all Atlantic waters and cure the fish 
on British soil. It was not long after this 
that the right was conceded. ‘The prelim- 
inary treaty was signed Nov. 80,1782. This 
was followed by the definitive treaty of Sept. 
4 1783. 


A peculiar feature of the treaty of Ghent 


was that it contained no reference to the 


causeé that brought on the war. It settled 
the ownership of islands in PasSamaquody 
Bay and defined the boundary line between 
the United States and Canada. However, 
the United States’-contentions against the 
right of paper search, paper blockades, and 
in favor of the right of expatriation have 


‘since become recognised principles of inter- 


national law. The United States obtained 
part of Maine by this treaty. One English 
commissioner is said to have rerfarked that 
he thought the United States was making a 
good deal of fuss over a few square miles 
of worthless territory, and the St. Lawrence 
boundary was fixed without serious appest: 
tion. 

Clay, Gallatin, John Quincy Adams, ent 
Russell were the American commissioners, 
They*smet the British commissioners at 
Ghent, the capital of East Flanders, Bel- 
gium, early in August, 1814, and a final result 
was reached Dec. 24 of that year. The sym- 
pathies of Ghent were with the Americans, 
and the citizens gave them a ‘great dinner 
after it was all over, at which the band 
played Hall Columbia.“ and the British 
delegates were by ab- 
sence.

“Mrs. Shattuck would make a good ex-

Its Kind and Color Make 


CRITIC WRITES A BOOK 


A Glimpse of Gypsy Life and 
a Popular Work. 


R. THEODORE WATTS-DUNTON is 
a name known to but few in this 
country and I will venture to say 
that it is not widely known in Eng- 
land. Mr. Watts-Dunton, if not 
quite the backbone of the Athenzum, is at 
least one of its ribs, and an important one. 
He has been on its staff for many years and 
the reviewing ot poetry is his special prov- 
ince. He does occasionally dip into prose 
reviewing and his work has the earmarks of 
knowledge and experience. It is only when 
he takes up the pen of the poet himself that 
he is found wanting. But even then he is 
praised in certain quarters, though nothing 
less inspired than his poetry was ever printed 
in blank-verse or rhyme. ‘ 

Fourteen years ago Mr. Watts-Dunton— 
he was then merely Mr. tte—wrote a 
novel which he called “Aylwin: An Open 
Air Romance for Poets, Painters, and Gyp- 
sies.” It was dedicated to the’ memory of 
George Borrow, the great high priest of 
the ungenteel,“ and then the manuscript 
was put away. A year or so ago some one 
announced that Mr. Watts-Dunton had de- 
cided to publish his novel and now he has 
done so. Messrs. Dodd, Mead & Co. are 
its American publishers, and they have 
kindly sent me the sheets of the book. The 
story is not without interest and it has many 
of the faults cf Meredith's style. It will 
never take high rank as a novel and it will be 
forgotten in less than another fourteen 
years. 

The story opens with scenes between Ayl- 
win and Winnie, the hero and heroine, while 
they are still children. These I have skipped, 
as I do not feel the loves of such youngsters 
interesting reading. It is more interesting 
as they grow older, but even then their love 
seems to me an intellectual rather than a 
human passion. The girl whom Aylwin 
loves, Winnie Wynne, is the victim of a 
curse, the curse of Aylwin's dead father, and 
is separated from her lover. He goes in 
search of her and in that way falls in with 
the gypsies. The gypsy heroine, Sinfi Lov- 
ell, is supposed to be drawn from life. 

“She was quite young, not above 18 
years of age, slender, graceful—remarkably 
so, even for a gypsy girl. Her hair, which 
was not so much coal black as blue black, 
was plaited in the old-fashioned gypsy way, 
in Üttle plaits that looked almost as close as 
plaited straw, and as it was of an unusually 
soft and fine texture for a gypsy the plaits 
gave it a luster quite unlike that which un- 
guents can give. As she sat there, one leg 
thrown over the other, displaying a foot 
which, even in heavy nailed boots, would 
have put to shame the finest foot of the 
finest English lady I have ever seen. I could 
discern that she was powerful and tall. Her 
bosom, gently rising and falling beneath the 
laycrs of scarlet and yellow and blue hand- 
kerchiefs which filled up the space the loose- 
fitting gown of bright merino left open, was 
of a breadth fully worthy of her height. A 
silk handkerchief of deep blood red color was 
bound round her head, not in the modern 
gypsy fashion, but more like an Oriental 
turban.”’

For morning or afternoon street wear, shop- 
ping, etc., it is the gown par excellence, and, 
combined with pretty waists, it cam be worn 
the entire winter to all but the most formal 
functions. Considering the fashions of this 
year, the tailormade is a veritable economy, 
as one can be made, the tailor sugplying all 
the materials, for $35, and the coat is so 
strongiy wadded and lined that a jacket 
(even .if it were the mode to wear a wrap 
over a tallormade, which it is not) would be 
fluo’ Then, too, 
the tailored suit looks as though it were 
made for the wearer, and the ready made 
wrap.seldom does. The average price of a 
winter wrap is $25; for $10 more the entire 
silk lined suit can be had,and,as separate silk 
waists are still in vogue, the suit will serve 
till the redawning of the cotton shirt waist 
days. Small toque shaped hats trimmed 
with stuffed feathers are the correct style 
of millinery to be worn with tailored suits. 


The lack of originality alleged by the tall- 
ors to exist among our women is strenuously 
denied by the leading costume artists,“ 
who affirm that novelties are in constant 
demand.

There is a tint that rushes into fashion 
cvery fall, each time under a new name, 
which never disguises it in the least. This 
year it will be easily recognized under the 
title of dead leaves.“ Where the tailor has 
failed the dressmaker has succeeded in in- 
troducing the cutaway. A stunning gown 
in dead leaves cloth of smooth finish is 
made with a coat cut away In scallops. Of 
course, it has a vest, the pet fad of the year, 
in novelty taffeta and velvet, a white ground 
flowered with green. An open collar folding 
back on the coat and cut in two short 
scallops behind is of green velvet bordered 
with a stitched fold of bias cloth. The front 
of the jacket is darted in curves to the 
figure. The sleeves are narrow and termi- 
mate in cuffs of the vesting material. The 
skirt is tight about the body and made to 
flare by a circular ruffle headed with a 
stitched bias band that ts applied in scallops. 
Two similar scalloped cloth bands are near 
the hem of the ruffle. A gray felt hat 
trimmed with green velvet and shaded tips 
completes the picture. 

Chinchilla revers are used on one of the 
most dashing stréet gowns that can be 
imagined. Pastel blue cloth forms the foun- 
dation for an appliqued trimming of darker 
blue cloth, that is stitched to the gown in 
tunis design. The skirt is cut one piece. 
The waist, slightly bloused in front, has the 
back cut in one, and extending in epaulets 
on the shoulders. The front opens on a full 
vest of heliotrope velvet, lightly folded under 
the chinchilla revers. The vest is’ low- 
necked and filled in with a lingerie plaited 

mpe of white mousseline de sole over 
white silk. The stock of white silk and 
mousseline is finished in front with an ac- 
cordeon-plaited mousseline bow, and is al- 
most concealed at the sides and back by a 
rolling Medici collar. The wrinkled girdle 
is of dark blue satin. The blue felt hat is 
draped and trimmed with black velvet, form- 
ing two immense cabbage roset tes in front. 

The combination of blue and heliotrdpe 
and of red and violet, in fact, the touching of 
every imaginable color, with a bit of some 
purple or violet shade, is considered by many 
to be in perverted taste. A few years from 
now we may look back with a shudder upon 
such curious color effects, but at present a 
streak of violet is all but indispensable.

and blue-blacks. 

An elegant model of the Chesterfield is in 
blue-black herringbone cheviot. The back, 
though it is not close-fitting, ts adroitly 
shaped to the figure. The shoulders are 
moderately broad, and, the coat having 
been made for a man with sloping shouiders, 
are most emphatically “ built up to right 
shape. The side seams barely escape being 
straight, and the center seam is vented. 
A velvet collar adds to the finish of the 
coat; the silk extends to the edges. The 
sleeve finish is a one-button vent. The 
seams are welted to match the edges, and 
the breast, ticket, and hip pockets are fin- 
ished with flaps. 

For heavy overcoats and suitings triple- 
warp silks in serge weaves and all colors 
will be given almost exclusive preference 
for lining purposes. Satin de chine and 
merveilleux, though extensiveyl manufac- 
tured, are second in choice. Light weight 
overcoats, especially Chesterfieids, are lined 
with satin duchesse. Silk serges and mer- 
veilleux are reserved for the linings of covert 
coats. 

The Inverness continues to be lined with 
surahs and satins. In the double-breasted 
frocks serges and merveilleux are mostly 
used, as well as in half-dress cutaways and 
business suits, while fine satins and twilis in 
stripes are put into sleeves.

Indeed, for all-day wear they are the most 
comfortable suits and are quite good form, 
Particularly suitable for young men are the 
four-button cutaway sack suits, with fronts 
well rounded away below the lowest Dut- 
ton. The double-breasted style can be 
worn in the fall without an overcoat. 

Suits that are strictly for business wear 
have the shoulders a bit wider and the 
shoulder seams somewhat higher at the 
arm holes than either or half-dress 
coats. Hard-finished worsteds, closé+ 
cropped cheviots in neutral mixtures, stripes, 
checks, and plaids, among which herring- 
bone stripes are conspicuous, are the bust- 
ness suit materials. Striking designs are. 
considered to be in bad taste. Where plaids 
and stripes are used they must be almost 
invisible. 


—— 

On occasions when full dress is required 
before sunset, double-breasted frock suits 
are the only possible styles. At a morn- 
ing wedding the suit may be of Nght color 
and fancy weave. For afternoon wear it 
should be either black or dark, the vest 
should be of the same matertal as the coat, 
and the trousers of a quiet stripe or ff 
check. The coat lapels are well peaked and 
moderately wide at the top, wide at the 
breast, and tapering to the bottom. The 
edges are usually blind-stitched, but for 
worsted with a sharp cut twill) flat braid- 
ing is preferred. The vest should be 
double but may be single if preferred 
without violating sartorial bylaws. The 
material used is fancy vesting. The lapels 
may be sewed on, or full length with a col- 
lar. Four buttons fasten the front. The 
single-breasted vest will close higher up 
than it did last season, will have a notched 
collar, and will generally close with six , 
instead of five buttons, a matter that must 
be determined by the height of the wearer. 

Little change has been made in the even- 
ing dress suit for this year. Coats, whether 
of peaked lapel or shawl roll style, will Be 
a bit longer in the waist. The vest opening 
will be a shade narrower, and the trousers 
will be a little wider at the knees. Hardly 
an appreciable difference. There is abse- 
lutely nothing new in full dress materiais. 
Worsteds, dress Shetlands, vicunas, and 
thibets will all be used. 

In the tuxedo and double-breasted frock 
suits undressed worsteds, with an almost 
invisible stripe effect, have been suggested, 
but It is doubtful whether they will flourish. 
Coat and trousers seem to be of the same 
material, but in the trousers the cloth is 
really heavier than that of the coat. Vests 
are either of the same material as the suit 
or of fancy black. or fancy white vesting. 
The man who poses as a leader of fashion 
will have no less than three vests to hie full 
dress suit. The single-breasted vest should 
be cut with a broad shield-shaped opening, 
and have the collar narrow, and may fasten 
with either three or four buttons. A doubie- 
breasted vest, of the same length, will have 
a U-shaped opening, and will close with 
three buttons. If the vest is made of ths 
material used in the coat the edges will be 
finished like those on the coat, and further 
embellished with a row of fancy dra

AMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. [Spe- 
cal. I— For some years Pennsylvania 
has given Harvard a severe drubbing 
on the football field, and although 
there has never been quite the in- 

terest that centers about 4 Harvard-Yale 
game, yet the football itself has always 
been about twice as fast. It has been three 
years since Pennsylvania — — 
bridge to play, owing to a change 

— the time when Harvard and Yale 
patched up difficulties about a year and a 
half ago, but the Quakers are well remem- 
bered here, and the rush for tickets has been 
heavy. 

This is the first year that Harvard has 
played Pennsylvania before playing Yale 
since the memory of the average football 
crank, and the game will gain a little more 
‘than the average public interest from this 
fact and from the fact that it is the first of 
the big games. Nov. 5 is early fora big game, 
but that does not seem to have affected the 
quality of the football. On the other hand, 
Woodruff and Forbes have driven their men 
Harder than usual, and the result has been 
that while the plays are not as finished as 
they usually are before big games, still 
there are two well-rounded elevens ready to 
battle in Cambridge next Saturday. 

There are practically no grounds for a 
comparison of the strength of the two teams, 
for they have not played the same elevens 
and have not been near each other's camps. 
But comparisons of that sort never hit the 
mark, and for that reason nothing has been 


leat. 

Still many of the men on both teams have 
faced each other in past years, and those 
who have not lined up together are men 


whose qualifications are well known every- 


where. Harvard has new mep in the center 
to buck against seasoned stars on the Quak- 
ers, but the tackles are pretty well known 
and the ends and backs are in many places 
new ahd weak on both teams. So that a com- 
parison of the two is not guesswork and by 
no means idle speculation. 
Difference in Style of Play.

Harvard has been rolling up big scores by 
sending Dibblee and Warren round the ends 
of the smaller colleges that have been played 
up to this time.

With 
Harvard the line play has been the excep- 
tion; with Penn it has been the exception to 
get a long gain by end runs. And that makes 
it seem as if the game were a test of the 
advisability of the two systems. A week 
ago it would have been a fair one, but in 
the last week there has been a change at 


Harvard.

i. How much in weight and nerve force does 
it cost an athlete to take part in any event 
or game? Dr. Anderson’s carefully con- 
ducted experiments, costing months of labor, 
will answer this question primarily and 
many others incident to it.

He is valua- 
ble, however, to the team for his punting, 
and that is perhaps the main reason why he 
is kept there. Haughton is not as necessary 
this year as last on account of kicking, for 
Daly and Cochrane, all things considered, 
are his equa!s. 

In the course of the game, if Haughton 
does get the call, Mills will have a chance to 
play, for Haughton would stand the ham- 
mering of the ss formations about twice 
and then he would be out of the game. He 
has a leg which is apt to give out under 
severe strain. That is why Harvard feels 
that at the start it can a little more.than 
hold its own in the tackle question of de- 
fense and in opening holes, too, but it fears 
the hard and long-continued attacks. Eaton, 
who plays in Donald's place, is a freshman 
and a man who has lots of dash, but he is 
young and will be rather outclassed by such 
players as Goodman. 

Doubt as to the Ends. 

On the ends Harvard men are in doubt. 
There seems to be a big question as to 
whether Harvard has good ends or not. 
The two men, Hallowell and Cochrane, who 
have played there most of the time have 
many good points, but they have some weak 
ones. The best thing that can be said of 
them is that they come along every day 
and in another week will be ready for the 
work of the big games. Cochrane is valu- 
able as a punter ard as a place and goal 
kicker, and he also tackles hard and well. 
Both men get down fast on punts, and in the 
open field generally nail their man for keeps. 
But in the end plays it is different. Har- 
vard’s style of defense calls for the rush 
line half to break up the interference and 
for the end man to nail the runner, Hallo- 
well generally gets his man, but it is be- 
cause the interference is smashed when it 
comes to him. Cochrane has had a harder 
time, and many an end play has gained a 
few yards around him in the course of the 
fall. He allows himself to be drawnin after 
a series of line plays, and then.when an end 
play comes it usually figs him too far in 
and the play gets a swoop out round him. 

The great cry from Pennsylvania is that 
her half backs are weak on the defense, 
and that this same trait exists in the Cap- 
tain, Outland, 

This year the half backs fail to plunge in 
of the tackles, and the result is a weaker 
defense than Pennsylvania usually has. 
This is what causes Harvard to hope. If 
the half backs and the other men behind 
the line, besides being weak in tackling, as 
two of them certainly are, fail to carry out 
the system, Harvard may get her backs 
started round the ends.

Extrao Losses of Avoirdupois. 

Bob Cook, the Yale crew coach, is author- 
ity for the statement that duringjthe hard 
practice at New London candidates have 
been known to drop ten to twelve pounds a 
day. Im nearly every case recorded this 
happens when the candidate is a substitute, 
whom, because of some emergency, it is 
hecessary to work up for varsity use.

No figures are yet available from the base- 

ball candidates. From unofficial statistics 
it is believed that their loss of weight is 
one to two pounds in a game, except in the 
Harvard and Princeton contests, when the 
excitement causes a loss of about five 
pounds.

The right-of the owner to receive in re- 
turn any article placed in the hands of a 
cobbler or disciple of the goose for mending 
is insured in the law of bailments.

DREAD TO SAVE DROWNING. 


But for a Widespread Superstition More 
Deaths in the Water Might . 
Be Prevented. 


A strong antipathy once prevailed to res- 
cue a drowning man, the idea being that 
the person saved would, sooner or later, do 
some sort of injury to the man who pre- 
served his life. Sir Walter Scott, in the Pi- 
rate, tells how Bryce, the peddler, refused 
to help Mordaunt to save the shipwrecked 
sailor from drowning, and even remonstrated 
with him on the rashness of such a deed. 

“Are you mad,” said the peddler, you 
that have lived sae lang in Zetland, to risk 
the saving of a drowning man? Wot ye not, 
if ye bring him to life again, he will be sure 
to do you some injury?“ 

This prejudice, which was deeply rooted 
among our seagoing community in many 
parts of the country, existed not long ago in 
Cornwall. It is found, too, among French 
sailors and the boatmen of the Danube, and 
is widely credited in Russia. Mr. Barry, in 
his “Ivan at Home,” gives a striking in- 
stance of the repugnance of the Russians to 
saving life from drowning. One day a 
drunken man walked into the water and dis- 
appeared. A number of spectators stood by 
and gazed on the scene with the utmost in- 
differgnce, but no one tried to rescue him. A 
court of inquiry was held, but as, on exam- 
ination, no cross was found on his neck, a 
verdict was quickly agreed upon by the vil- 
lagers, who declared that the man was 
* — 29 because he had no cross upon his 
neck.“ 

The Bohemian fisherman shrinks from 
snatching a drowning man from the waters, 
fearing that the water demon would take 
away his luck in fishing and drown him at 
the first opportunity. This is a lingering 
survival of the ancient significance of this 
superstition, the explanation being that the 
water spirit is naturally angry at being 
despolled of his victim and henceforth bears 
a special grudge against the unlucky person 
who has dared to frustrate him. Thus, when 
some one is drowned in Germany, the re- 
mark is made: The river spirit claims 
— yearly sacrifice,” or The nix has taken 

im.’ 


Out of Europe, also, the accidental drown- 
ing of a person is attributed to a similar 
seizure, and the Siamese dread the Pnuk, or 
water spirit, that seizes bathers and drags 
them under to his dwelling. The Sioux 
Indians have a similar fancy, ahd tell how 
men have been drowned by Unk-Tahe, the 
water monster. For the same reason, it 
appears, the Kamtchadals, far from help- 
ing a man out of the water, would drown 
him by force. If rescued by any chance, no 
one would receive him into his house or give 
him food. 

The Chinese reluctance to save a man from 
drowning arises from quite a different belief 
—it being supposed that the spirit of a per- 
son who has met his death in this way con- 
tinues to flit along the surface of the water 
until it has caused by drowning the death 
of a fellow-creature. A Chinaman, there- 
fore, who attempts to rescue another from 
drowning is considered to incur the hatred 
of the uneasy spirit, which is desirous, even 
at the expense of a man’s life, to escape 
from its wanderings.

Picture with a History. 


But all of the interesting finds will not be 
found in the Field Museum. Many of them 
are to be in Haskell Museum, on the grounds 
of the University of Chicago. 

Five thousand years! How long ago this 
seems! Yet in Haskell there is a picture 
that was-painted on wood fifty centuries ago 
—the wood, paint, and all, even to the string 
by which it was hung up, all being well pre- 
served. This wonderful picture, the oldest 
in all the known world, was found inside the 
sarcophagus of Lady Mery, priestess of 


Hathor. The painting represents servants 
who are bringing baskets laden with food 
and vessels filled with wine. But this is 


not all of the picture, as there is also painted 
a boat, in which the priestess may go yacht- 
ing if she chooses. On the topsails are 
perched two monkeys, their tails lifted high, 
as if they were anxious for a voyage. 


Where the Credit Belongs. 


The credit for bringing these priceless 
treasures to Chicago is due primarily to Mrs. 
Mary H. Wilmarth, chairman of the Ex- 


— 


ecutive committee of the philosophy and 
science department of the Chico Woman's 
club, and to Professor J§.ies Henry 
Breasted of the University of Chicago, secre- 
tary of the Chicago Society of Egyptian 
Research. Dr. Breasted, although but 25 
years of age, is one of America’s greatest 
Egyptologists, and stands among the lead- 
ing scholars of the world. 

Mrs. Wilmarth will lecture before the

The only dissimilarity 
netween the Persian and the ancient Roman 
lies in the idiosyncrasies of race and nation- 
ality. Horace is more direct, matter-of- 
fact, and perhaps more grossly materialistic 
than Omar. He has not the tinge of mel- 
ancholy or the charming air of languor 
which is part of the Persian habit of thought 
and speech, nor has he any real love of 
nature's beauties. He could never have made 
his verses red with roses as Omar does, nor 
would he have written the exquisite stanza 
beginning— 


Ah, moon of my delight that knows no wane! 

Still, in essentials, Horace and Omar were 
ofa mind. They dearly loved the pleas 
ure which may be taken out of life, and they 
both preferred a cup of good Falernian to all 
the wise reasoning in the world. At least 


vyivant with a fine sense of the beautiful, 
and was without the mystic humbug which 
colored the writings of the Sufi period which 
he tmmediately preceded. He was a free 
thinker who spoke his mind even to the ex- 
treme verge of blasphemy, and came, as all 
free thinkers do, between the age of religion 
and the age of mysticism. If he had been 
born a Frenchman he must have belonged to 
the latter part of the eighteenth century. 
In England his age is just passing. But, 
naturally, because he was a Persian, he is 
dubbed a mystic; because he wae 80 fine a 
poet his mistaken worshipers insist on mak- 
ing him cloak religion—which he never pos- 
pessed—under a mask of materieliam. 

As for Liza Lehmann, she is inclined to fall 
into one if not both errors, and she further 
misses the true nate by emphasizing the 
force of the melancholy air which is insep- 
arable from the HBastern character even 
when the occasion most calls for gladness. 
It ie not intended here to discuss at any 
jength the everlasting question of Omar's 
philosophy, It is only necessary to assert 
distinctly that the Fitagerald Omar was 
neither mystic, nor sad, nor religious, and 

one who claims great credit for Miss 
9 in bringing out these qualities in 
her muse in hardly doing her a service. To 
ly, Miss Lehmann’s music is 
thoroughly English and not Persian at all, 
except perhaps in that sensuous, melan- 
choly sweetness which goes with the East- 
ern character. In the main the song cycle 
is English and religious, and therefore unlike 

anything which Omar ever wrote.

He remained 
five years in Bremen, then followed one sea- 
son at the Metropolitan Opera-House in New 
York, and another at the Stadt Theater in 
Breslau. He has also sung suceessfully at 
Bayreuth, St. Petersburg, and London. Last 
summer, during ti performances of the 
Ring des Nibelungen at Covent Garden, 
re distinguished himself by singing the role 
of Siegfried in Götterdämmerung at a 
few hours’ notice, replacing Jean de Reszke, 
Who was too Uto appear. 
’ Mr. Lempriére Pringle is an English basso 
who has been with the Carl Rosa Opera com- 
pany for the last five seasons. He has also 
sung with success at Covent Garden.

We all know that in Paris, as also in Lon- 
don and New York, there are individuals 
of bi sexes belonging to the highest cir- 
cle of society who derive profit and accept 
rewards for introducing’ people of plebeian 
birth, but possessed of wealth, into their 
own set. 

Sometimes the consideration for this social 
sponsorship is in the (orm of jewelry or in 
the hope of a ground floor entrance to some 
remunerative venture in stocks, But in 
the majority of cases it is a question of hard 
| cash, and to the initiated in New York, in 
London, and in Paris the names and identity 
of the men and women who employ-means 
of this kind to add to their resources are no 


secret. 

Society itself in the three cities in question 
is disposed to make fun of this species of 
trade and tolerate it good-humoredly, on the 
ground, probably, that if the parvenus am- 
bitious of social eminence did not contribute 
to the maintenance of those members of so- 
ciety whose means are straitened it is soci- 
ety itself that would be expected to put its 
hand into its pocket for their relief. 


Queen Victoria, however, does not take 
this view, and within the last few months 
three ladies of title, one of them a peeress 
of the realm, hav@eceived a curt intimation 
in her Majesty's name from the Lord Cham- 
berlain that they would no longer be per- 
mitted to appear at court, owing to its hav- 
ing been ascertained that they had accepted 
money as a remuneration for presenting peo- 
ple at court and for sponsoring them in so- 
clety. 

In Paris, however, matters have gone still 
further, and it remains to be seen whether 
London and New York will follow suit. For 
the newspapers in Paris are actually pub- 
lishing advertisements offering, in return 
for the payment of certain fixed terms, the 
introduction of individuals of plebeian origin 
of respectable character and wealth to a 
certain number of aristocratic Parisian 
salons. 

It ts added that the money thus obtained 
will be devoted to the relief of people of high 


| birth who have been overtaken by evil days. 


A certain fee will be charged for the pre- 
sentation to the mistress of the house, and 
a smaller fee in the case where the person 
admitted to the salon does not wish to go 
to the expense of a full-fledged presentation 


and is content with the privilege of merely 


gazing upon the upper ten thousand of Paris- 
lan society and of mingling with Dukes, 
Marquises, Counts, and their stately dames, 
and last, but not least, of having their names 
included in the newspaper lists of the people 
who have been present in the salons of this 


or that great lady. 


— 

Among the women of rank who have con- 
sented to throw open their salons in return 
for cash are the Duchess of Uzes (the Duke- 
dom of Uzes being, as everybody knows, the 
premier peerage of France), the Vicomtesse 
de Janzé, the Duchess de la Rochefoucauld, 
the Marquise de Casa Riera, and several 
others of equal light and leading. 

It is to the Viscountess de Janzé that be- 
longs the credit for this new form of extract- 
ing money from the pockets of the parvenu 
rich for the benefit of the blue-blooded poor. 
It may be remembered that some months ago 
she threw open to @ paying public the pic- 
ture galleries of her beautiful Parisian man- 
sion, the fees of admission being devoted to 
the relief of the Spanish sailors and soldiers 
wounded in the late war. 

So enormous was the crowd which flocked 
to the Janz mansion on that occasion—a 
crowd composed in the main of people be- 
longing to the new rich class and to the 
moneyed element, fad to avail themselves 
of this opportunity of being seen in the 
salons of Mme. de Janzé—that the latter 
came to the conclusion that this eagerness 
of wealthy plebelans to be seen in the salons 
of the noble Faubourg might be turned to 

account, 

Accoriingly she communicated with her 
friends on the subject, and the advertise- 
ment now running in the Parisian papers is 
the result of this innovation, which is enough 
to petrify the ghosts of the great ladies of 
past generations, whose salons were the re- 
sort only of the wisest, the wittiest, and the 
most accomplished of French and foreign 
patricians. *

As soon as Parliament meets in Lendon 
legislation is to be submitted to the House 
providing for the removal to the Public Bec- 
ord offica of the nation of all those pa 
registers which ever since the days of the 
Reformation, 300 years ago, have remained 
in the custody of either the clergyman of 
the parish or else of his sexton, who as often 
as not has been and still is a mere drunken 
and ignorant peasant. 

From time immemorial the law reports 
have demonstrated how numerous are the 
vital questions of legitimacy, of rights of 
succession, of the disposal of property of the 
greatest value, and of the inheritance of 
peerages which have hinged upon the entries 
In these books prior to the system of civil 
registration of births, marriages, and deaths, 
which only dates from the year 1897. 

Owing to the pecullar conditions which 
have hitherto governed the custody of all 
these old parish registers relating to periods. 
prior to 1887, they are and have been urtil 
now at the mercy of any plausible scoundrel 
who, either for the purpose of faking a pedi- 
gree, perpetrating a fraudulent claim, or 
destroying the evidences of a rightful one, 
has wormed his way into the confidence of 
the parson, or whe has either bribed or 
stupefied with drink the sexton. 

The revelations furnished by the extraor- 
dinary pedigree case now occupying the at- 
tention of the Criminal Court in London, 
where a London physician is shown to have 
tampered with the ancient parish registers 
of Mangotsfield, near Bristol, to have re- 
moved certain pages, and to have substi- 
tuted others which he had forged in their 
stead, with the object of obtaining money 
by means of fraud from a Colonel Shipway of 
Chiswick, who was bent on proving his 
descent from a family of the same name 
which flourished in the west of England dur- 
ing the days of Oliver Cromwell, have forci- 
bly called attention to the matter. :

“Their new church cost 
about $180,000, including lot, organ, and fur- 
niture. Dr. W. H. Ryder was the pastor 
until April, 1883. He was succeeded by the 
Rev. Sumner Ellis, who, in turn, was suc- 
ceeded by the Rev. J. Coleman Adams of 
Lynn, Mass. About ten years ago the con- 
gregation moved to Prairie avenue and Thir- 
tieth street, a more fashionable neighbor- 
hood than that around the site of the $180,- 
000 church had become. The building ts 
still for salé, subject to the five years’ lease. 
In front of the old synagogue on the east 
side of Michigan avenue, between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets, stand sign 
boards three high, and above these is a huge 
“for sale sign which says: For Sale 
or to Lease for One to Ninety-nine Years.”’ 
The building is of red brick and is now but. 
little more than ashell. Nearly every win- 
dow pane in it is broken or gone, the floors 
are sunken, and the walls are dilapidated. 
It is used by the Western Paper Stock com- 
pany as a place in which to store old paper. 
The factory of the company is in the rear 
of the synagogue, and the two have been 
connected by a bridge. Behind the church 
is an alley along which travel heavy wagons 
laden with paper for storage in the old syna- 
gogue.

As 
soon as this is done they get into their 
wagons and drive to the synagogue for 
morning prayer. On Pacific avenue the 
horses and wagons were left in front of the 
synagogue to awalt their masters. But traf- 
fic teams are not allowed on Michigan ave- 
nue, so the devout Sone of Jacob had to 
drive their horses somewhere else and tie 
them, then go to the morning prayer. This 
was inconvenient. It was difficult to finda 
suitable place for the horses without wasting 
much time, and an hour or two in the early 
morning is valuable. These difficulties, to- 
gether with financial troubles which arose 
when the Pacific avenue property was not 
sold, caused the congregation to abandon 
its new synagogue and return to the old 
neighborhood. They are there now, and 
there they hold more services than any other 
Hebrew congregation in Chicago. Three 
prayers a day are celebrated always. This 
congregation of Polish Jews numbers 400 or 
500. Its rabbi is A. G. Lesser and the Presi- 
dent is Mr. Zerhanski. A new President is

The old building of the First (Dutch) Re- 
formed Church is now ocupied by the So- 
ciety of Light and Hope, of which J. A. 
Sprunger is President. Mr. Sprunger bought 
the old church about five years ago when 
the First Reformed Church moved to its 
new building on Hastings street, near 
Paulina. The ancient building on the south- 
west corner of Harrison and May streets 
is the scene of much good work. In it are 
carried on a training school for the Order 
of Deaconesses, as well as a mission for 
rescue work and a lying-in hospital for un- 
fortunate women. The number of deacon- 
esses in the house ranges from fifteen to 
thirty and the number of inmates of the 
hospital varies from fifteen to thirty-five. 
The Order of Deaconesses was started on 
Chicago and La Salle avenues in the spring 
of 1892, and in 1893 moved to the West Bide, 
where the mission and hospital were opened. 
The old church has been remodeled by Mr. 
Sprunger to suit the needs of the Society of
